Farm Advice for Vets 


The Veterans’ Service bureau Is 
currently recelving scores of letters 
from veterans, all pertaining to 
farming —how to get farm loans: 
how to get farm equipment; farm 
surplus property; how fo build a 
farm house; to get REA service; to 
buy farm Jand, and many other 
questions pertaining to farming for 


Answers ta these questions can 
only be general, since conditions 
vary in many cammunities, but 
generally speaking the veteran may 
find the answers to his questions 
In his home community, if he but 
knows where to go, First stop for 
the farm-bound veteran should be 
the county agricultural agent. His 
job Is to help all farmers and he 
has been designated by the USDA 
to work with returning veterans. His 
office ts usually in the court hause. 
He can answer most of your ques- 
tions or can refer the veteran to 
the farm agency working In special 
fields, All local drafi boards have 
been directed to refer veterans {n- 
terested in (arming to the county 
agent 

In many agricultural counties, 
. veterans can obtain practical and 
Valugble counsel from. working
